However, even in complete- 
ly urban areas the germs are 
widespread in soil and street 
dust, since most yard and 
garden soils are periodically 
treated with fertilizer from 
animal sources. 

These germs can enter the 
human body through the most 
minor or insignificant wound 
and, because its presence is 
so widespread, every person, 


| regardless of age and type of 


activity, should be immunized 

Some of the injuries that al- 
low these germs to enter are 
cuts from broken glass, knives, 
can openers, pins, needles, 
thorns and other 
sharp instruments or debris, 
open ulcers and crushed ap- 
pendages such as fingers and 
toes. 

Pharmacists in this area, led 
by Gemmel, are particularly 
conscious of the need for these 
inoculations and urge that 
everyone in the community 
visit his physician or call the 
County Health Office for the 
location of low-cost immuniza- 
tion clinics.

questions may be asked at the 
time of challenging to establish 
the voter’s qualifications. Pri- 
vate citizens would not be al- 
lowed to challenge voters on 
their own, but would submit 
their information to the proper 
officials. 

An undelivered letter, unsup- 
ported by any other evidence 
of testimony, would not be suf- 
ficient evidence to institute a 


| challenge. In the last election, 


several letters returned by the 
post office were offered as 
proof that the addressee was 
not a resident of the district. 


In the vast majority of 
cases, no check was made to 
determine if the voters were 
;temporarily out of town or 
even if the post office had 
made a mistake. This bill will 
specifically prevent voter chal- 
lenges based upon this kind of 
heresay evidence. 
| Instead, the person provid- 
ing any written information 
questioning anyone’s right to 
vote would be required to sign 
an affidavit stating that, to 
the best of his knowledge, the 
information is true. 

In all cases, the challenged 
voter would be given the bene- 
fit of the doubt. 

Assemblyman Song’s meas- 
ure also directs the precinct 
board to maintain complete 
records of voter challenges 
containing the names of the 
voter and the person providing 
information against him, the 
grounds for the challenge, and 
the outcome of the case. Any- 
one guilty of fraudulent or in- 
discriminate challenging would 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

In recent elections, the 
voter challenge has been used 
to intimidate members of mi- 
nority groups. This kind of 
| abuse has no place in Califor- 
nia. 

The dignity of the elective 
franchise is eroded not only 
by every case of fraudulent 
voting, but, also, by each 
groundless challenge intended 
only to harass the voter.
